R. F. CARMAN'S COLONEL ASHMEADE RUNS 
MILE AND TWENTY YARDS IN 1:39%. 

Sets Fast Pace All the Way in Winning the Cherokee 
Selling Stakes, and His Stablemate, G. M. Miller, 
Finishes Second — Sonada Again a Winner. 



Some desirable stake races of good values are to la* pulled off in the course of racing to come at Laurel 
and Pimlico in which Sam Hildreth has nominations. If liis good horses carry off a fair portion of these 
e'eiits it should not lx* long until he passes the $50,000 mark In stable earnings. At present he lacks $S.592. 
but when his tine string of cracks get into action again the garnering of that sum should lx* a matter of no 
great difficulty in accomplishment. It does not appear likely that lie will lx* dislodged from his present 
position as the leading owner of the year, although Johu W. Schorr is less than $10,000 behind him in stable 
earnings. All things considered, the latter has had a remarkably good year and is well in advance of It. T. 



Louisville. Ky. . October 5. — It. F. Carman's eutry. 
Colonel Ashmeade and G. M. Miller, lauded first aqd 
second in the Cherokee Selling Stakes, the feature of 
today’s good card at Churchill Downs. Colonel Ash- 
meade led for the entire trip. He maintained a 
wonderfully fast pace from the start and finished 
the mile and twenty yards in l:39i|, establishing a 
new American record for the distance. The former 
record was 1 :39* and had been made by J. II. Reed 
last season over the Churchill Downs track. The 
stakes carried u gross value of $1,980, of which Mr. 
Carman’s share was $1,770. Eight of the best sell- 
ing platers in local training made up the field, with 
II. R. Brandt’s Angelus most fancied, mainly be- 
cause of fast preliminary trials he had shown. Ho 
was never really formidable in the running and 
wound up far in the rear. Donau was Colonel Ash- 
meade’s most persistent pursuer for three-quarters, 
and when lie retired Helmet made a strong bid for 
i he lead, but fell back in the final sixteenth. G. M. 
Miller, which was kept in restraint until rounding 
the last turn, came fast when called on and dis- 
posed of Helmet near the end. 

Woodford & Wimmer’s good two-year-old colt Son- 
ada scored again this afternoon. It was his second 
effort in a racing way and a vastly better one than 
liefore. He broke from the barrier in educated fash 
ion and kept on even terms with the speedy Azyiade 
with ease, though under mild restraint. When called 
on. he sprinted into the lead like a flash and won 
hard held. Azyiade was far in advance of the oth- 
ers for second place. A meeting between Worth 
and Sonada would be an interesting event and Gen- 
eral Manager Winn will make an effort to bring 
1 hej-e colts together next week. 

’Hie Lexington contingent, headed by ,T. P. Ross, 
made a handsome winning in the opening race when 
.1. W. Carter outpaced the others to the finish and 
brought up several lengths in advance of Dottie IL. 
another supposed ’’good tiling.” 

Swannanoa won the second race easily enough. 
With lietter handling. Housemaid might have given 
her a sharp argument. Jockey Wrispen repeatedly 
threw Housemaid off her stride and for a time it 
appeared that he might cause her to trip and fall. 
He freed her from restraint in the stretch, but 
Swannaiioa and Star O’Ryan then had too much of 
a lead for her to overcome and she finished in third 
place. Judge Price immediately called the rider 
into the stand and asked for an explanation of his 
ride. Wrispen stated that lie had been ordered to 
keep the filly under restraint until the stretch was 
reached. The judges did not take action, deeming 
it a case of ineompeteney on the part of the rider 
and a too literal interpretation of orders. 

W. W. Darden's diminutive Little Father gave 
the public a setback in the third race by an im- 
pressive victory over some formidable sprinters. lie 
showed rare gameness by disposing of Love-Not in 
the early running and holding Stinger safe in the 
stretch drive. Round the World was making her 
initial start for a long time in this nice and would 
have lx*en a contender but for Moleswortli steering 
licr into a jam in which her legs were considerably 
skinned. 

Azo. by a remarkable stretch sprint, got up in the 
last few strides to beat Moekler in the closing race, 
Startler taking third money. 

Four Endurance Stakes candidates were given their 
final trials this morning and their work attracted 
much attention. Those that worked and the dis- 
tances they went, with the time made and their 
riders, follows:

There is still some doubt as to wheth- 
er Fireman will lx* a starter, as he is showing deckl- 
ed symptoms of soreness. Markie M. is considered 
to be broken down and he may never again face the 
starter. The above quartet will positively start and 
t'herryola lias also been announced as a prospective 
starter. The riders named above will in all prob- 
ability pilot the mounts they worked this morning, 
except Heidel. Some other rider will lx* substituted 
on Messenger Boy. J. Moore will have the mount 
on t’herryola. 

The Churchill Downs track is now at its best and 
if no more rain falls before Saturday, it is among 
the probabilities that the running of the Kentucky 
Endurance Stakes will witness the reduction of the 
American record for four miles. 

James Butler, who is extensively interested with 
Matt J. Winn in Mexican racing, will arrive tonight 
from New York and immediately go over plans for 
tin* raeing in the Mexican cities the coming winter, j 
The full plans, including the Juarez purse and stake 
offerings, probably will be made known tomorrow. 

The gold cup to be presented by the Kentucky 
Slate Raeing Commission to the winner of the En- 
d ura nee 'Stakes will arrive tomorrow.

PRINCE PALATINE’S EASY ST. LEGER. 

No St. T.eger was ever more easily won than that 
of this year, although it has been as easily won on 
some occasions in the course of its long history. 
The race presented the peculiar feature that from 
tin* lieginning of aiite-jiost betting. the betting public 
hud the three placed horses accurately spotted, but 



not in the order of their finishing in the race. King 
William being steadily the favorite with Lycaon and 
Prince Palatine as steadily second and third choices. 
On the day of the race the post prices were 6 to 4 
against King William and 100 to 3<» each against 
Lycaon and Prince Palatine, the prices against the 
other starters lx*lng 10 to 1 Pietri, 100 to 6 Atmah, 
33 to 1 Beaurepaire, and 60 to 1 Cherry King and 
Longboat. As to the race itself, London Sporting 
Life said: 

’’Though the field for the Leger included no equine 
champion over which the ’Tykes’ could wax enthusi- 
astic. the race did not lack in interest, and a big 
crowd scrutinized the eight competitors in the pad- 
dock. all of which looked perfectly wound up. King 
William was eventually the center of observation, 
and fit as he looked, some took exception to his 
‘middle piece.’ possibly his weak point. Lycaon 
looked splendid. Longboat is perhaps the old-fash- 
ioned idea of a Leger horse, while Prince Palatine 
had muscled up since cantering away with the 
Gordon Stakes. Pietri carried Watson’s polish, hut 
from the first he showed a disinclination for his 
task, as he took some coaxing and leading to join 
the parade, and after the canter sulked near the pad- 
dock rails. 

‘‘King William had hardened from 7 to 4 to 6 to 
4, while from 9 to 4 and 7 to 2 respectively Lycaon 
and Prince Palatine shared second favoritism at 
KH) to 30. Pietri’s temper seemed to magnetize 

Cherry King and King William. Then Trince Pala- 
tine. on the extreme right, became the worst of the 
lot. and letting out vigorously, came pretty nigh 
putting Atmah hors de combat. 

“Mr. Willoughby’s patience, however, overcame 
all drawbacks, ami getting them almost all on their 
toes, achieved a level start. In which Cherry King, 
King William, Atmah and Longboat were for some 
little distance prominent. Then Atmah. Beaure- 
pairc and Cherry King took it up. with King Wil- 
liam and Prince Palatine left and right, and dis- 
appearing over the hill Cherry King, Beaurepaire 
and Prince Palatine were racing head and hdtd, 
while King William dropped back iu company with 
Pietri. 4 

“The order of the front rank was rather a bit 
broken before reaching the old rifle butts, where 
Prince Palatine and Beaurepaire raced together two 
lengths clear of Atmah ard Cherry King, while 
Lycaon forged further towards the front, and took 
third place five furlongs from home. Here King 
William took his place on the outside and shortly 
afterwards the hooded Beaurepaire found the end 
of liis tether, after showing a good burst of speed. 

“His defection left Prince Palatine in front, and. 
appearing to acquire new vigor the further he went. 
Mr. Pilkington’s colt roumk*d the intake turn six 
lengths in front. ‘They’ll never catch him,’ was 
the astonished cry, and they never did, as he proved 
t lie only stayer of the party over a mile and thn*c- 
quarters. Atmah compounded, and ute two favorites 
were left in hopeless pursuit, but on a tight rein 
Prince Palatine cut them all to ribbons, and rarely 
has a Leger been landed in such a thorough run- 
away fashion. It was. indeed, a case of Eclipse 
first and the rest nowhere, and the winner could 
not have been himself when Mushroom gave 
him such a troweling at Newmarket giving 10 
pounds. After liis sterling performance In the Great 
Yorkshire Stakes, Pietri’s display must have been 
most disappointing, and Maher had a good view of 
the race from the rear.” 

Another writer said: ‘‘After Prince Palatine had 

strolled home a ridiculously easy winner, some of 
B8 were left wondering how Sunstnr would have 
fared in the race, supposing he could have been sent 
to the post perfectly sound and at the top of his 
form. It is no certainty that Mr. Joel’s horse would 
have won. We have been told that Sunstar .vas a 
stone in front of Lycaon. Am I wrong in declaring 
that Prince Palatine gave Lycaon at least a stone 
beating It is quite certain that the St. TiC^or has 
never been won more easily, if O'Neill bad t ‘i. .u ; 1 1 
fit to drive Prince Palatine along over the last two 
l'urlongs as King William and Lycaon were driven 
in a tough duel for the second place, the judge’s 
verdict would assuredly have been nearer twenty 
lengths than six. The race was all over at the 
bend, which is, I suppose, about three furlongs from 
home. Prince Palatine had taken up the running 
two furlongs further back, and thereafter none of 
the others could live with him.”

Laurel. Md., October 5. — Fine weather brought 
out the banner crowd of the meeting here this after- 
noon. The attendance marked a record in point 
of numbers and there was more life to the sport 
than on any previous day of the meeting. The im- 
provement in track conditions permitted better con- 
tests and it was readily seen that the track will 
eventually be a fast one. The third race, a mile 
allowance affair, attracted the best field of the 
afternoon to the post and resulted in a neck victory 
for Madrigalian. running for the first time in tho 
colors of Capt. I*. M. Walker, who recently pur- 
chased the colt front his breeder, Mrs. L. A. Liv- 
ingston. Madrigalian showed great gameness in to- 
day’s race. He came from behind, overcame a big 
lead that Question Mark had opened rounding Iho 
far turn and, iu a driving finish, got up iu the last 
few' strides. 

The Columbia Selling Steeplechase resolved itself 
into little more than a farce. Diebold was the 
only one of the five starters that finished the course* 
without mishap and even he was fortunate to do it. 
The jumps at Laurel are the stillest in the country 
and it takes a good sturdy steeplechaser to get over 
the fences without falling. All but Diebold refused 
at the second jump, but Magellan’s rider finally man- 
aged to get him over, and although he again refused 
at other fences, he mauaged to finish within the 
time limit and secured second money. 

John ,T. Hyland again furnished the winner of the 
two-year-old race In Republican, the colt that won t 
maiden race here on Tuesday. Republican came from 
the rear in the stretch and showed himself to be a 
fair sort. liis backers were again fortunate in ger 
ting (Kids about the colt and cleaned up handsomely. 

Jockey Byrne piloted two winners In races in 
which only necks separated the first two horses. The 
winning favorites were Diebold and Brevite. 

The filly Sympathy, by St al war t - A 1 anett e. owned 
by J. J. Hyland, died at the track this morning. 
Three others in his stable are sick. 

William Garth arrived today from his home at 
Charlottesville. Va. Mr. Garth has a big band of 
yearlings that he will take to Benning and break 
after the conclusion of racing iu this state. He will 
also take over the yearlings that Samuel Ross pur- 
chased at the Kentucky sales recently. 

Secretary Riggs of the Maryland Jockey Club r-* 
ports that then* are sixty-eight nominations for the 
Pimlico Nursery to be run next spring, and thirty- 
eight for the Clabaugh Memorial, which is for horses 
bred in Maryland, Virginia and the District of Co- 
lumbia.

T. Hitchcock, Jr., 
Ramapo Stock Farm, Thomas F. Ryan. Oneck Stable. 
Thomas Clyde, Capt. E. B. Cassatt and William 
Garth. 

James R. Keene’s Hilarious was worked between 
races this afternoon for his stake engagement on 
Saturday. He was sent a mile, the fractional time 
being :23*: :4Ki': 1:16; 1:29; 1:43*.

PIMLICO PROSPECTS ARE BRIGHT. 

Baltimore. Md.. October 5.— There is every pros 
pect that the ‘fall meeting of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, opening tomorrow, will go down in history as 
the greatest ever held over the historic Pimlico 
course. A system inaugurated a couple of seasons 
back by the management and still continued is to 
have as few closed events as possible. In the four- 
teen days’ racing there are but three feature events 
out of thirty-five that have had an early closing. In 
the past, with stakes of this kind, the nominations 
would be liberal, but when it came time for the 
horses to parade to the post the entries as a general 
rule would be so few that it would be farcial to class 
it as a stake event. 

More often the number of starters that would sport 
silk, one horse would outclass tne others to such aut 
extent that it could not be termed a contest. Under 
the rule that prevails here, thirty-two of the stake 
and handicap offerings have their closing on the 
grounds, thereby attracting all the best available ma- 
terial at a weight assignment insuring well balanced 
fields, with the natural result that keen and spec- 
tacular contests result. 

No purse will have less than $500 added, and grad- 
uating up to $2.5lK>, which will be the amount added 
to the Bowie Handicap, at tYVo miles, on the last 
day of the meeting. There is not a vacant stall on 
the grounds, and late-comers will be hard pressed to 
find stuble accommodations for their charges. 

Two years of steady work has made the track one 
of the best in the couutry. In former years, after a 
storm, the clayey construction of the track made it 
a hard and wearing course upon the thoroughbreds. 
All that has been eliminated. Tons of sand and 
loam properly distributed have brought it to such a 
state of perfection that horsemen pronounce it one 
of the best courses in the country to traiu or race 
over. 

Marked interest in the sport by the business men 
of Baltimore is shown on every hand, for the club 
colors are seen in the shop windows throughout the 
business district. 

The officials will be the same as during the spring 
meeting. Thomas Clyde, William Manly and F. J. 
Bryan will act as stewards; W. P. Riggs and E. C. 
Smith will be the judges; Herman Conkling. clerk 
of the scales, and A. B. Dade, starter. 

Bayard Tuckerman. Jr., of Cambridge, Mass., has 
engaged stalls at Pimlico for the jumpers Kenne- 
wick. Royal Vane and Country Jay. Mr. Tuckerman 
is prominent in hunting circles at Brookline and on 
Long Island. He is a skilful amateur rider. Other

utsB. n. S. Page, the three Tucker boys, E. H. Carle 
and J. Fred Alpers.
